Farmers Get Less Cash 


The income of Canadas’ farmers from the sale of 
farm products has dropped for the third successive 
year, says the Canadian Wheat Pools in a summary 
of statistics recently released from the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. In the face of our booming 
Canadian economy, the seriousness of reduced income 
for. our basic industry of agriculture deserves to be 
headlined, say the Wheat Pool, and the following 
summary of statistics makes interesting reading.-

Even in their best years, the income of Canada’s 
farm people has been trailing behind that of other 
component groups in the nation’s expanding economy. 
The further losses in 1954 and 1955 constitute a threat 
to continued prosperity. 

More threatening than the overall loss of farm 
- income is the fact that these losses in the past two 
years are concentrated in one region. The entire 
loss—both in 1954 and again in 1955—was suffered 
by the farm people of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
".Alberta. In Canada’s other six provinces (omitting 
.'.Newfoundland) the income of farm families increased 
d ffomewhat in both those years.

In 1954, the sale of farm products put cash income 
fvinto the hands of Canada’s fanners totalling $2,377 
d •million. This was $398 million below the total for 1953.

.,Roomed; and while farmers in the rest of Canada got 
modest raise of one-half of- one percent—the farm 
people of the West took a cut of nearly 28%! 

Again, for 1955, the cash income of Canada’s 
.farmers from the sale of farm products totalled an 
.(estimated $2,323 million—some 2.3% below 1954. The 
fatimers of the other six provinces got $28 million (or 
n%) more for what they sold off their farms. 
.Western producers got some $83 million (equal to 8% 
less than for the previous year’s marketings.

It is my pleasure to report on 
the work of the County Municipal 
Committee last year. Our work 
deals with public works or road 
building and maintenance. 

We spent $325,000.00 last year as 
compared with $363,000.00 in 1954. 
The reduction of expenditure is due 
to $ 8 , 000.00 less being spent on 
machinery and repairs, about $ 20 ,- 
000.00 less on material (culverts) 
and about $18,000 00 less on labor.
